Charles, second Earl and First Marquess Cornwallis, 
was born in 1738 and educated at Eton. Brought up as 
a soldier, he served with distinction in several campaigns, 
attaining a well-merited reputation. Being sent to 
America with reinforcements during the war against 
the insurgents he won the victory of Brandywine. After 
a brief period of leave he returned, but found that bis 
superior officer, Clinton, had little grasp of the situation. 
Acting on Clinton’s instructions and against his own 
judgement he established himself at Yorktown and was 
there bottled up by Washington and the French troops, 
and forced to capitulate. 

Cornwallis lost no confidence on this account, however, 
and was pressed as early as 1782 to accept the Governor- 
Generalship of India. He was at last persuaded to 
accept in 1786, and the first letter in the series above 
announces his arrival in Madras to assume office. ‘The 
correspondence is not an official one, but is a confidential 
passing of letters between Cornwallis and Dundas. It 
was the manner in which the former kept the latter 
au fait with the situation in India. 
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Cornwallis had a definite object in view. It was to 
restore the military and civil services of India to an 
eificient state and to repair the bad effect produced by 
the defeats experienced in the second Mysore War. 
These tasks he accomplished, and, at the same time, 
cleared up the situation generally to such a degree that 
he left the way open for his successors to establish 
England’s supremacy throughout the Indian peninsula. 

The correspondence in these volumes is therefore of 
the highest importance as material for the history of 
India, more especially so as 1t has NEVER BEEN PUBLISHED 
IN ANY COMPLETE FORM.

Waller, was the daughter of the poet Edmund Waller by 
his second wife. In the account of his life prefixed to 
the edition of his poems published in 1712, she is des- 
cribed as “‘unmarry’d, Executrix with her Brother 
Edmund Waller, Esq.” -According to Mr. Allan Fea 
(King Monmouth, 1902, page 362) she was the misiress 
of the Duke of Monmouth and bore him a daughter who 
married James de Cardonnel, secretary to the Duke of 
Schomberg, who feli in the battle of the Boyne.

2 * Not long after this letter, I had the infinite pleasure 
of again seeing this exquisite performer—who was as 
elegant, as literary, as aimable and accomplished as he 
was musical—in England: but our correspondence 
dropt except through the medium of my dear Father 
from subsequent events—i.e. my entering into the 
Queen’s establishment ; my retirement at West Humble : 
and my 12 years residence in France—but years after 
the date of this letter, my eldest Brother’s Daughter 
meeting him at Padua, our correspondence was renewed.” 
The last letter of this series is dated 35 years later and 
is apparently in answer to a letter in which Fanny Burney 
(then Madame d’Arblay) renewed their correspondence. 
Old age and weakness prevented Pacchierotti from writing 
this letter with his own hand, but it is charmingly 
expressed and signed by him, and revealed the emotion 
he experienced on hearing again from her as it “‘ awakened 
... the recollection of his best days.’’ It must have been 
one Of the last letters written by Pacchierotti, for he died 
less than three weeks later, ‘* before,”’? as Madame d’Arblay 
says, “I had answered this letter, to my true concern.”
